SAC Johnson at Atlanta advised' at 10:24 A.M. , 10/12/58, 
that he had just received telephonic advice from Chief of Police 
Herb Jenkins; Atlanta, that a bomb had gone off some time 
during the night in the Jewish Temple located at Spring and 
Peach Tree Streets in Atlanta. SAC Johnson had no details 
as to the extent of the damage and could only advisethat the 
explosion evidently had not made enough noise to have been 
noticed at the time it went off. The damage was discovered 
when persons entered the building this morning in connection 
with religious activities.

The next paragraph deals with questions concerning the bombing 
of the Temple and are listed as Questions 20 through. 36. These questions 
for example, are along the following lines. (1. Have you ever been on 
the premises of the Jewish.
